In an age of mass communication, free and equal access to the mass media 
is the prerequisite to meaningful free speech. However, today it is the rich 
and powerful alone who own, use and control all mass communication systems as 
tools to maintain their exploitation and domination over the people. Through 
the mass media they spread the propaganda and ideology of oppression—fear, 
hatred, racism, sexism, competition, greed, and authoritarianism. There is no 
free speech today. The poor, the oppressed, the powerless have no legal access 

to mass communication. 

Being poor, oppressed and powerless many people feel an urgent need to 
speak out in an attempt to improve their desperate situation. Others realize 
and understand t^e need for complete social change—for revolution. Being 
denied access to the mass media we develop our own means of communication. 

Word of mouth, art, music, poetry, literature, graffiti, cinema, leaflets, 
posters, newspapers, meetings, demonstrations, and when necessary ''terrorism'', 
i.e. armed propaganda . These are our tools to counter the lies and propaganda 
of the oppressors, share ideas, educate, raise consciousness, and organize for 
revolution.
